What is the question of Seniority that is being discussed in connec- 
tion with the railroad strike? All employes on 
railroads are ac- 


corded seniority of service If otherwise competent. This means tnat 
the senior employes are entitled to choice of work and when it be-" 
conies necessary temporarily to lay off men, that the junior men are 
released and the senior employes retained. 


A strike was ordered by Union officers who have no connection with 
the railroad. Many employes, in compliance 
with the 
order, quit 


their jobs and -left the railroad service, and many did not leave but 
remained loyally at -work, accepting the Government Labor Board 
decision. 


There are thousands of such men who must, under the rules of fair 
dealings as well as the rules of seniority, be protected and support- 
ed To desert these men would be Ingratitude of »the grossest sort. 
In addition to these thousands who remained in service, other thou- 
sands who wanted to work have been employed in good faith. These 
men in a great many cases 
left other employment with the under- 


standing that if competent they would be retained 
in their present 


positions. 


It is submitted that to now ask the railroads to set these loyal men 
aside and replace them with the men who left Is to ask tho railroad 
as well as the Government, which is concerned through the action 
of the United States Labor Board, to be disloyal to these thousands 
of loyal men.

RESENT FLAG CHANGE 


Reported to Be Aroused Over Recent 


Alteration of Marine Emblem, 


Change in the German merchant ma- 


rine flag, made effective In January, 
has aroused a storm of discontent in 
Teuton shipping circles, according to 
a report to the Commerce department 
In Washington from Vice Consul Miiu- 
rlce Walk, at Hamburg. 


"The change is resented," lie snld, 


"because !t signifies to the people here 
the final surrender of the old German 
sea aspirations. It breaks with n tradi- 
tion which In the generation before the 
war had brought German ships to all 
parts of the world, and niittle them a 
serious challenge to British sea su- 
premacy. 
The present clamor Is the 


more Interesting because It indicates 
how little Germany has renounced tho 
old ambitions which led to so catas- 
trophic a climax."

MSXICOALEADING 


NATION IN WORLD 


Detroit Manufacturer Proposes to 


End Internal Strife cf 
Re. 


public by "Putting People 


to Work" 


1 the Associated Press.) 


Detroit, July 25.—Development of 


Mexico industrially and agricultural- 
ly to a point where >t will take its 
place as one of the leading powers of 
the world is the plan of Henry Ford. 


This has been learned by The Asso- 


ciated I'rese from source* close to 
the manufacturer. 
Mr. Ford, it was 


learned, proposes to end forever the 
internal strife in the southern repub- 
lic by "putting the people to work," 
as he expresses it, by making it pos- 
sible for the peons to obtain educa- 
tions, and by devious ways elevat- 
ing the masses in the country to the 
highest possible standard. 


The motor manufactuier wants to 
keep the hands and minds of the Mex- 
ican common people occupied so 


"they will have no time for fighting." 
This, it became known, is the sub- 
stance of Mr. Ford's theory, one that 
he hopes to carry out in the near fu- 
ture by erection of a number of fac- 
tories throughout the more important 
states 
In short, it was said, he hopes, j 
to reveal to the people of Mexico how 
they can help themselves. 


The first step in this program may 


be taken soon -with establishment of 
a Ford Motor assembling plant in the 
state of Coahuila, probably in Sal- 
tillo. Business interests of that city 
and the governor of the state are 
known here to be eager to bring about 
the industrial development. Mr. Ford, 


would enter upon his 
program 
immediately 
upon erection of the necessary fac- 
tory buildings.

would be established by Mr. Ford in 
other parts of the country if the plan 
is carried out, it was intimated.

As the initial step toward carrying 


out his plan Mr Ford for the last 
few years has been training Mexicans 
m his automobile factories here. Sev- 
eral hundred representative workmen 
from the southern lepubhc have be- 
come skilled workmen in the local 
plants. Now they are ready to return 
to their own country and become na- 
tive foremen when the wheels in the 
Mexican Ford shops begin to turn 
These men, it was explained, have 
learned American methods, adopted 
American standards of living, and 
have been the vision of the new Mex- 
ico. 
They will pass this enthusiasm 


on to their countrymen, the manu- 
facturer believes, and from this seed 
will sprout the end of the Mexican 
peonage sjstem. 


Mr. Ford, it became known, pro- 


poses to take into the southern re- 
public ail the ideas he has worked 
out in this country. 
He would open 


schools where farmsrs would 
be 


taufcht the use of improved agricul- 
tural Implements. 
He would make 


it p-ossible for his workmen to become 
educated by attending school outside 
of working hours and see to it that 
the children of the poorer class bad 
educational advantages necessary for 
the welfare of the country. 


It was learned that Mr. Vord be- 


lieves the woikmg people of Me\i- 
co have been exploited. He proposes 
to throw the present sjetem into re- 
verse and turn toward development.
